discord in Russia has not yet reached such a 
stage as to justify these apprebensions, there is 
no doubt that it is as deep-rooted as it is wide- 
spread, and no one can positively say that the 
trouble will not develop at any moment into all 
the dimensions and the horror of the French 
Revolution. Whatever may.be the final’ out- 
‘Come of such a political upheaval in Russia, 
there-is scarcely any doubt that its effect will 
be felt in the fulfilment of the terms .of. peace 
by Russia, Frankly « speaking, Japan has 
studied the peace question in all its aspects and 
possibilities, and therefore she will be equal to 
any emergency that may occurgduring the 
peace negotiations or alter the ratification of 
the terms at which the negotiators arrive —

and take that town by storm. The dump- 
ing of Hongkong beachcombers in neigh- 
bouring pokts aroused much indignation, 
and Singapgre especially has repeatedly pro- 
But nothing 

could -be. done with this class of people in: 
Hongkong. \As a rule, they found themselves 
rebuffed when they started to look for work, 
and eventually they gave up the effort, and’ 
lived by.preying on the good-temper of the 
people in Hongkong, Should they be caught 
y the police authorities in the act of beg- 
ding, or contravening the Vagrancy Ordin- 
ne they were sent to the House of Deten- 
tion and segregated from the criminals. 
‘Apparently the treatment meted out to them 
at the House’ of Detention has proved too 
mild and lenient. Some of ‘those who had 
‘andcd in that institution lived from months 
at the expense of the community, provided 
with ample meals and sheltered-from ‘the 
‘cold weather ‘ini winter, Recently the 
Legislative Council took up the question and 
passed a series of amendments to the Or- 
dinance intended to ‘make the House of 


| Detention a vastly less desirable abode in 


‘he future than it has proved in the past. 
Under the regulationsjof,the Ordinance as, 
amended, a vagrant wha’ ay now be sent 
toghe House of Detentidn:will have to work 
for his living. At the’plegstiré of the Super- 
intendent, he may be sét'to work at an in- 
dustrial. trade, preferably his usual trade; or 
he ‘may have‘ to perform the monotonous 
task of picking a pound and a half of oakum 
a day; or he may be required to turn a crank 
7,000 times; or do “any other work of a hard 
bodily nature which the Governor shall from. 
time to time approve.” The vagrant, how. 
ever, will not be prevented from exchanging 
the seclusion of his cell for the freedom of 
a useful existence, He will-be } permit. 
ted to go out every day, except Sundays 
and other holidays, during such hours 
as the Superintendent may specify, for 
the purpose of secking employment, provided- 
that he hus. completed the work prescribed 
for that day.”

It is peculiarly gratifying to record the fact 
that the second Assize over which the Chief 
Justice, Sir Francis Piggott, will preside to: 
morrow will be signalised by the presentation 
ofa pair of white gloves in token of the 
maidgn-dfnotence of the community, Ina 
city like Victoria, the hive of a most hetero: 
gericous population, and the sanctuary of: 
muny social outcasts and lepers from other 
countries, the liability to sudden outbursts 
of criminal violence and felonious practices 
isever to be feared. The antagonistic in- 
lerests ofa great majority pf the popula- 
Vion have also to be considered} and 
the fact that a large. proportion of the 
people’ have beets reared in a condition of 
mute opposition to established law and 
order is also calculated to work for evil: Yet 
Victoria can establish a claim to comparative 
immunity from serious crime which many 
another town in this and other parts of the 
world might reasonably envy. So far as we’ 
can ‘learn, this’ is the seventh occasion on 


‘which the Chief Justice of Hongkong has 


had the pleasant duty of accepting ‘from the 
Registrar a pair of white gloves, In Novem: 
ber last, it fell to the Registrar, Mr. Arathoon 
Seth, to present Sie Henry Berkeley, ther’

ledge. Whether the Canton Christian Col- 
lege can hope 'to'provide the school of tech- 


cology which is so urgently réquired if China: 


is to work out her own regeneration remains’ 
to be seen; but to the outsider it seems clear 
that the success which has attended’ the 
College in the past and the vast’ pdssibilities 
which exist for the future in the erection: of 
the new buildings, open-up a.vista of ‘useful 
work in which tuition in technical subjects 
should find th increasingly important place. 
The western world has not ceased to wonder 
at the cnormous strides whicl? Japan has 
made during the last fifty years. But who 
Shall say that China's teeming millions may 
not within another half-centpry range them- 
selves alongside Japan, and consequently 
alongside the great Powers of the world, in 
thought and deed? With seminaries such 
as.the ‘Canton Christian College actively 
engaged educating the youth of thé country 
in the knowledge of the West, and seeking to 
inculcat duties of every intelligent

“Rightly or wrongly the sympathy of all 
foreigners.in the Kost has been with Captain 
Bougouin. ‘The fact that the trial was con- 
ducted in private did not allay the 
suspicion that he might be made the scape- 
goat of Russia's. ally, As some Japanese 
papers-pointed out, such an idea was absurd, 
and could never be entertained for amoment 
by anyone who knew the independence and 
integrity of the Japanese Court. of Justice, 
Notwithstanding all these.protestations, how- 
ever, there were many who saw @ political 
aspect’ in Captain Bougouin's condemna- 
tion. Taken in conjunction with the serious 
‘charges which, it was alleged, were proved 
against the French subject, the pardon of 
the Emperor ‘affords some cause for specula- 
tion, Influential Frenchmen in Hongkong 
‘were of opinioh that the French Minister at 
Tokio had been by no means as careful to 
guard the interests of French subjects in 
Japan as he should have been, but if it may 
he presumed that the liberation of Captain 
Kougouin is due to his representations, then 
such a suggestion is now without force. Al- 
though Captain Bougouin has to leave Japan, 
inwhich he has spent’thirty years of his life, 
and to leave it under a shadow, there are 
few who will attach any stigma to his name, 
‘The general opinion seems to be that Capt. 
Bougouin. in his capacity of newspaper. cor- 
respondent was perhaps over-zealous and 
from his Jong acquaintance with Japanese 
methods, was in a: position to acquire in- 


formation which the Japanese Government | 


desired to keep hidden from the world. At 
any yate, the Captain will not be obliged to 
undergo a'ten:years’ penance for his indis- 
cretions, and the affair is now closed. .

country for “several years, but under the 
pressure of more urgent business the Aliéns 
Bill was usually allowed to be quictly stielved. 
Recent events in England, however, have 
acted asa kind of forecast of what might be 
expected should the Government delay the 
passing of this measure any longer. . Pro- 
“Gegsions of unemployed drom all parts of the 
Midlands ‘have been tramping through mud 
and water in order that they might lay their 
grievances at the door of the nation. Foot- 
sore and weary, yet buoyed up by the hope 
that work would come when they reached 
London, these processions of workmen who 
could not find work marched’to the tmetro- 
polis to find that sympathy was the only 
reward offered them. And sympathy goes 
iN] with .an empty stomach, While these 
men were practically on the verge of starva- 
_tion, condemned, to remain: idk: through no 
fault of their own and punished for the sins 
of their forefathers by having to watch the 
faces of their wives and families grow thinner 
gind more pinched every day, the scum of the 
Continent was fattening in the purlicus of 
Soho. It js 2 glorious thing to shout that 
Great {Britain is a free country, but when it 
becomes free:to the rascaldom and criminals 
of every country—while the native-born is 
fettered by conventions and chained by 
want—there is decidedly “something wtong - 
in the state of Denmark.” For years it has 
been customary for the police of Eurape to 
ck for their most noted criminals in Lon. 
don Whenever a defaulter found himself 
almost enclosed in the clutches of the law 
he made a bee-line for Great Britain, which, 
thus became the modern Aleatia of Rurope. 
These malefactors, enemies to well-ordered 
socicty, brought their particular vices with 
them. |The list of thse to be-tried atveach 
criminal sessions in London was composed 
of names which spoke of Polish or Hungarian 
or even “Turkish origin. The plain, ua- 
varnished Smiths were noticeably absent, 
and instead there were names which ended 
in “sky” or “berg” or any other suffix 
which betokened a foreign birth: This far 
from’ peaceful invasion permeated all ranks.

Tt was said that the greater proportion of 
these aliens were really visitors ev rove to 
America, But it was forgotten that America 
imposes an examination on all immigrants, 
and those who did not satisfy requirements 
‘were incostinently hustled back—not to 
their native birthplace, but to “ merrie Eng- 
lnnd,” there to sink or swim, to liye by their 
wite rather than by theirhands. Those who 
were against the Aliens Bill proudly pointed 
tothe valued legacy which the talented and 
earnest Huguenots had left the working- 
people’ of, England; they pointed to the 
magnificent work done by foreigners who 
had been contpelled to fy their own coun 
tries and settle fp England, But the Aliens 
Bill is not directed against those political 
refugees whose only crime 18 their Jnability 
to-remain calm under oppression and ait 
ilent while official enormities are being com- 
mitted.

CLASS DISTINCTIONS IN 
HONGKONG,

But when we 
come to the social side another trait of 
human nature is disclosed. Of course, It 
may be said that every man has a perfect 
right to do what-he pleases in his private 
life, and while that may be-perfectly true 
the ‘man of business takes good care to 
offend nobody by. any assumption of 
superiority over those with whom he is in 
daily contact. It has been. left for an 
organisation—whose. motto is that all men 


are brothers—to proclaim blatantly the dis. | 


tinctidn which is supposed to attach .c 
Kuropcan bisth, and to hoist the banner of 
social snobbery in the face ofthe very people. 
from whom they are continually soliciting 
favours, The Young Men's: Christian As- 
sociation of Hongkong—worked from

baronial pride of birth. -No descendant of 
Warwick the Kingmaker- ever pointed with 
greater haughtiness to the: blood-royal in 
his veins than’ do these members of a 
Christian ‘body, attest their nobility of 
caste.

mighty members of the Y,M.C.A. concern: 
ing everybody and ‘everything not stanped 


with the hall-mark of European birth, So in. 


order to. prevent: contamination by those not 
entitled to walk into the Presence, the circu- 
lars were handed round among the select 
few, Probably there would have been no cir- 
culars at all, bad there not been the question 
of expense to consider. But the nobility of 
the Y.MC.A. in Hongkong are apparently 
not always so staunch to their colours as 
the vulgar crowd towards each other; and 
it Was necessary to get-a certain. number of 
excursionista to ensure the financial success 
of the outing. | Everybody entrusted with

Atthe Harbour Masters Office this afternoon 
Mr. Basil Taylor, Assistant Harbour Master, 
held an inquiry into the circumstances connect: 
ed with the charge of negligent eaeigation ee 
fered by Captain P.M, Bike of the British 
us. L£aisang against the master of the steam 
launch Nancy, To Kami Wing, certificate No, 
1256, Captain Lake, of the Latrang, said that 
on Friday, the r4th inst, at 11.15 am, he was 
coming ashore in 4 sampan to Blake Pier, and 
after passing the end of Douglas’ Wharf a 
launch came out full speed, storn first. She

had been lying to the eastward-of Douglas: 


Pier, and came out so fast that she could not 
have brought up within two or three lengths, 
and she did not make any signal. She passed 
just across the bows of the sampan, so close 
that the bows of both craft touched as they 
passed. The coxswain took no step ta avoid 
a collision, and did not stop, or go ahead. 
Witness took no notice of this and would 
not have complained if the subsequent action 
of the coxswain had not been what it was. 
After witness landed at Blacke Pier the same 
launch came up full speed, crushing in 
UStween the pier and the eampan, again col- 
liding with che latter and nearly breaking one 
of her oars. “Witness called the constable who 
was on duty on the pier, and went with him on 
board the launch, when he ‘found the man‘in 
charge had no certificate; the’ master was not 
on board.” * 

P.C. Jones said, while he was on duty on 
Blake Pier on Friday, Captain Take made.a 
complaint to him that the launch Mancy had 
collided with his sampan twice. He went on 
board, and found the master was not there and 
an uncertificated man'was at the helm. 

To Kam Wing, master of the Nancy,tsaid he 
was not _on board; he went to his masters 
office. One of the crew, Wong Cheung, took 
charge of the launch.in his absences, at the 
request of a German named.Olsson. The 
owner of the launch is Mr. W. S: Bailey. 

Wong Cheung said he was one of the crow 
of the Nancy, He held no certificate, and was 
steering the launch on Friday moming, He 
was ordered by his master to go alongside. 
Blake Pier, His master is Mr. Jobansen. . It 
was Mr. Olsson who told him to go to the pier, 
He was on the wharf, 

My, Taylor sald :-—I consider that To Kam 
Wing was guilty of negligence in leaving bis 
launch in charge of an uncertifjcated man, and 
{ order his certificate to be suspended for one 
month.

RAISING MOUNTAINS 


OF MUSCLE. 
HINTS ‘TO HONGKONO LADIES. 


, os 18th inst, 
* Sandow, whose much heralded visit to Hong: 
«ong has been responsible for a new lease of 
life in the young bloods of the colony, has at 
last arrived.’ Despite his fame as a strong man 
‘he ie not. a six-volums encyclopedia; -he isa 
sort of. pocket compedium, About middle 
height; typically German, genial and robust, 
Sandow is the embodiment of his system, 
Considering that practically avery newspaper 
man in the East bas had an Interview with the 
modern Hercules, it may be taken for gianted 
that Sandow knows great deal more about the 
imerviswing. business than the interviewer, 
He has‘it all cut and dried; and if left to him: 
self would rattle off o first-class statement of 
physical culture system without the alighteat 
prompting. Everybody who has been reading 
the papers lately. knows that Sandow has a 
system, that he teaches by post and so ‘on. 
he representative ofthe Hongkong Telegraph 
who interviewed the “warrior,” at the King 
Edward Hotel tried to get some new ideas: 
‘about muscular development in the East, but it 
would appear to be impossible. 
SANDOW AT HOME, - 

Outside, a blaring sun was scorching the blue 
scarves . of the ricksha-coolies, while chair 
Carriers were comfortably hidden behind door.

and energetic residents could muster up courage 
to bustle around, The idea of dumb-bell exer- 
cises was enough to raisen cold perspiration, 
But in his hotel, Sandow was calmly puffing 
at a cigar, although it should be stated that he 
had no whisky in front of him. Seeing that 
every journalist east of Suez: where a man 
can raise a thirst,” has described Sandow as 
swilling whisky and soda like a regular seven- 
teenth-century baron, the fact that in -Hong- 
kong the glass had been set aside should be 
recorded in black letters.

FOR CAVITE, 


, A Moating city—that is what the great navy 
drydock is that is to.be brought out for. use at 
Cavite. Itis the targest floating dock, in point 
of lilting capacity, inthe world. It was launch. 
ed early in June and should be through with 
ils tests and ready to start on its long voyage. 
to the, Philippines early in August, says the 
Manila Times, . ‘ 

Washington, D.C, June 4:-The Cavite 
floating drydock, a marvel of the marine world, 

» completed at the works of the Maryland Steel 
company, at Sparrow Point, was launched with 
appropriate exercises yesierday. 

The dock is the greatést in all the world, not 
in size, which does not count when applied to 
drydocks, but the Jargest in capacity, With 
flush decks and no water in the compartments, 
she will accommodate a vessel of 24,447 tons, 
although there are nowarships of thal enormous 

‘tonnage in the United States navy. With he: 
decks flush and one foot of containcdwater she 
will accommodate 22,547. t kis and with two 
feet freeboard and one footof water .she will 


hold a vessel of 18,747 tons. The contract call: |." 


ed for the accommodation of only 16,000 tons. 

The monster will be ready for her test 
the latter part of June. She will be 
lowed from Sparrow Point ta Solomon's 
Island, at the mouth ‘of the Patuxent 
river, where the test will be made, First a 
meichant, snip will be docked, and thea the 
largest and“heaviest warship in the United 
States navy will be lifted from the water. The 
test will consume about two months, afler which 
the machine will sail (or Cavite. ae 

During the test a board of naval officers ‘will

Me, Leonard M, Cox of the civil engineer 
corps of the Unued States navy 15 the supervis- 
ing engineer appointed by the Havy department 
to’ see that the work,1s properly done on 
behald of the bureau of yards and docks. $0 
far he has approved of every specification, and 
the board which decides the’ capabillty of the 
drydock will hold hin accountable (ft anything 
is amiss, « : 
~The contract price far the, drydock wis to 
have been $4424,020, but this has been in- 
creased somewhat by expenditures for various 
things, such aS patent paint, pneumatic tubes, 
cic, which have been recommended by Mr, Cox. 
The contract time in which the steel company 
was to have finished the dock was twenty-seven 
months, ‘The first plate was laid on August 
27, 1903, and the approaching completion of 
the dock, makes it nearly a month ahead of 
time. : 

“The Gavite drydock is not as long as the 
Algiers (La.) dock, which wis also built for the 
‘navy by the Maryland Steel company, but vt 
is wider and deeper, and hag ‘a much greater 
capacity. It is 500 feet long, too feet wide 
between fenders, 134 feet wide over all, 18° fect 

' 6 inches depth ‘of bottom and 63 feet 8 inches 
high from bottom to top: The side walls are 
14 feet wide.

One feature of the dock, and one which has 
never before been employed, is that it ts 
built in three divisions, ‘The utility of this 1s 
that it 15 able to dock itself, for, like all Goating 
bodies, the bottoms become foul with sea 
(growth and baraacles, and jt 13 necessary for 
them to be képt clean, 

One~of the divisions, or sections, is long, 
and two are smaller, When the bottom of the. 
large section needs cleaning ils compartments 
are pumped dry, thus raising it as far out of 
the water as possible. “Then the two small 
sections are sok and sun under the big one. 
They are pumped out of the water. 

The dock is: being built on shore. A deep 
pit, about eleven fret under the mean water 
line, was made, and a coflerdam was con. 
structed to keep oul the water. Piles were 
driven and the plates for the dock tard. 
Whe» time for launching comes the cofferdam 
will be taken away und the water allowed to 
flow in and float the biy shell, 

Nearly soo men have been employed on the 
structure at one time, and now 300 painters are 
working on her sides. These men after finish- 
ing one section will move off to another, each 
carrying a paint bucket and wearing clothing 
completely covered with splashings of the red 
paint, 

In the painting alone 150 tons of red tend 
have been consumed, and in the construction 
9,200 tons of siee) were used, 

The dock will have a bunker cupacity of 
eighty tons, and the anchors and anchor chains 
will weigh another fifty. Ready for docking, 
her total weight will be 10,600 tons. 

Three 34-inch centrifugal pumps, the steam 
for which is furnished by three separate 225- 
horsepower Babcock & Wilcox boilers, will 
pump out or flood the dock. These pumps 

_ are controlled in the engine room, On the 

port side, forward, is the valve house, where 
there are twenty-four levers, ‘The three sections 
of the deck are divided into sixty-four water. 
tight compartments, ‘ind each of these levers 
controls the flooding and pumping of several 
compartments. A telephone gives communica. 
tion with the boiler room and a pneumatic 
valve inthe valve house announces the amount 
of water in the dock. . 

On the starboard side isa machine shop, the 
quarters for officers and crew, kitchen and bath 
rooms, The machine shop is forward. 11 is 
fitted with every appliance’ for minor repairs. 
On this side of the dock is the distilting-op* 
paratus, which has a capacity of 2,500 gallons 
of sea water distilled in u day. | Et will be prin- 
cipally for feeding the boilers. Three tanks 
contain the distilled water, and electric light 
plant on the\ port side gives light for the entire 
structure, ; 

Everything possible for the comfort of offi 
cers and crew has been provided. Their 
quarters are on the starboard side. The 
officers will occupy large and commodious 
staterooms, that of the dockmaster being 
large enough for an offic. as well as a sleep- 
ing apartment. Next to the row of offi- 
cers! staterooms is their messroom. Between 
this and the one of the crew is the galley, which 
is fitted with a large range and with hot and 
cold-water, It has, like. the boiler and engine 
rooms, acement floor, _.The pantry adjoins and 
next to it is the crew's messroom, and farther 
on, between their messroom and the machine 
shop, 1s the. bunkroom of the crew. Accom-

South Celebes where the torch ot war will be 
kindled soon, consists partly of Government ter- 
ritory and partly of vassal states, of which Gowa, 
Boni, Wajo and ‘Luwu are the principal ones. 
to the Government territory the executive power 
is entrusted to Dutch officials, but in the vassal 
State to the respective Kings and Queens, who 
have bound themselves by treaty lo cumply 
with certain'wishes of the Dutch Government, 
The pdlitical relations between the above- 
mentioned States und the Dutch date from 
Centuries ago.” The policy of Government has 
been to keep-from anything like imperialisin ; 
only at last resource have the Dutch drawn the 
sword, . Asa rule they always tried by peace: 

able means lo maintain the authority in South 
Celebes, Honiis ane of the States, which forced 
the — etherland Indian Government several 
tines to takeuparms., fn 1824 Boni refused vo 
aassist in renewing the old treaty with the Gov- 
eroment, Hereupon att eapedition was sent to 
Boni in 1825, which took and burnt the capi- 
tal, which Was been abandoned by the inbabs 
tants. A complete success, however, Ihe ex> 
pedition was not, the Queen munaging , to 
escape, In 6859 a second expedition was, 
necessary, because of (he provoking attiiude of 
the Queen of Boni, Aster surmounting many 
diffcalues the capital fell again into the hands 
ofthe Dutch, ‘the Queen was dethrondd by 
her offictals, and in 1860 4 new treaty with Boni 
was concluded, which was renewed again in 
1896. ‘This country is about 2,500 sq. English 
miles in aved and mountainous; ut is only flat 
on the coast where it is partly swampy. Onc of 
the most suitable landing pluces is at the 
mouth of the Tjenrana River in the north. 

TROUBLES ARISE, + 

The present King, of Bom, Lepawawooy 
Kraeny Segerie, was appointed in 1895 by the 
“Netherlands India Government, He had ren- 
dered pood services to the Dutch on variols 
occasions, lor which ‘he repeatedly received 
rewards, In 18y8 he was even presented with 
the Dutch “order pour fe merite.” 

Gradually, however, it became evident that 
the King was departing from his former line of 
conduct. As he grew’ older, he became more 
unmanagtable., ‘The Dutch Government treat- 
ed him with the kindness of a father towards 
his sons they pointed out to him the miny 
faulty he Vad committed running counter to 
the articles of the treaty, and he it was allio 
vain, Lepawawouy was deal to remenstrances, 
and in 1,03 the Governor of Celebes suggested 
to the Governor-General at Buitenzorg to take 
strong action against the uowilling ruler, 

‘This ruler only cared for his own power and 


wealth, and harassed his subjects with endless | 


vexations, causing a lessening of population 
by flight. He did not care tor his so-called 
council consisting of petty chiefs, and sent his 
‘henchmen well armed to the Boni people living 
over the frontier, in the other feudal states, to 
extuit money from them; be even ordered his 
subjects to undertake pillaging in the Govern. 
ment territories, 

The Govemor-General now ordered the 
Governor of Celebes to make a last effort in 
order to get the King to change his behaviour, 
but m vain, Then it was decided to send 
tropps {0 his country, fo, consequence how- 
ever of the Russu-Japanese war, 1.c., the danger 
of the neutrality tn the Netherlands Indiao 
Archipelago being broken upon by the fleet of 
Admiral Rojdestvensky, it was thought ndvis- 
able to put off the expedition unt] the said can. 
ger had passed away. In the beginning. of 
July, the main bady of the field force witl be 
(ransported from Java to the Boni coast. How: 
ever, the King of Boni will get a tus! chance to 
comply with the demands of the Dutch Govern. 
tent. Gn the r4tt of {ine a message to the 
King was sent from Vuitenzorg, in which he was 
granted eight days to comply with the demands 
‘of Government. If he refuses, an ultimatum 
will be handed to him to give in within 14 
hours, [The ultimatum was rejected), : 

{et will be.seen that the Dutch will yo to war 
only in utmost emergency, When this ultima. 
tum’ is rejected, the troops will be disem- 
barked. 

‘The commander of the expedition is Colonel 
CE. van Loenen, a distinguished solider, who, 
while he was fighting in Acheen received the 
cross, similar te the ‘Victoria Cross.” The 
second commander is Colonel “ Jonkheer,” 
(Sir] . D.C. de Lannoy, also an officer with a 
great reputation, Although it is kept secret, | 
am told that the Dutch troops will be disem- 

‘barked at the mouth of Tjenrana river, 
MORE ADO, 

Meanwhile it is not only Boni with which 
the Dutch Government have come into con 
flict. On the western coast of Celebes there 
are Some petty states, known together as the 
“ Adja Tapparang.” 

The. port of these states is Pare-Pare. As 
long as this port is not held by military force, 
there is no way of controlling the import 
trade, in the above mentioned States and.Buni 
Asthe Dutch Government intend tovraise im- 
port and export duties in South Celebes, Pare: 
Pare was occupied and parsisoned some jnonths 
ago, This was quite tawful, the place lying in 
a province which belongs to Government. 

THE SITUATION. 

These troops were entrapped last week intoa 
fight with armed people from Adja Tapparang, 
the latter being driven away with heavy losses. 
There is something more, Amongst the people 
of Gawa in the very south of Celebes, a hostile 
feeling has arisea aguinst the Dutch, The 
King of Gown isa kindly disposed man, who 
prefer to live in peace with the Dutch Govern- 
ment but he is connected politically, as well a6 
by kingship with the Princes of the Adja Tap- 
paring and the other smaller states in. the’ 
neighbourhood, Therefore it is anticipated 
that the people from Gowa will join those of 
Boni.

As will have been observed the Dutch army 
in South Celebes has a rather heavy task before 
it, It will first operate against Boni and, after 
having subdued this country, will have to de- 
finitely reestablish the Dutch authority in the

EDUCATION IN SOUTH CHINA, 


Modern education cannot be introduced 
into China without an effort., ft is a long 
step from Confucius to the present ‘system of 
reasoning. Such radical changes in a con- 
servitive: country are difficult to bring about, 
but it canbe’ done if only young men like 
those in this college will pertevere and show 
to your fellow-countrymen after you have pone 
through the full course at this. splendid college 
your superiority in the different’ branches of 
work you intend. pursuing in afier-life over 
those who have. wasted their time with im- 
practicable methods, For the past two years 
there has been a considerable mavement with 
regard to education in this vast country, and 
the movement, | am glad to say, is increasing, 
One thing at least we may regard as entirely 
established indeed—as so completely establish. 
ed that it seems unnecessary to allude to-it— 
I mean the advantage that the Chinese pice on 
education, following the curriculum of foreign 
educational institutions. | am sure it is within 
the memory of some present when the scholas- 
tic institutions in China, particularly in South 
China, could be counted on the fingers of 
one's hand, but, today we find them all 
over the city—both public and private, 
But it is exceedingly isnportant that foreign 
educational leader should at first help in the 
foundation, building ard framing the poticy and 
maragementot modern educational institutions 
in China at feast forthe present and immediate 
fuune. Much labour, money and time has been 
spent in perfecting educational instructions in 


“America and Europe and we wish China to 


benefit by our experience. There is nu greater 
fraternal fecling or spirit felt among any class 
of men than that among educators no matter. 
of what creed, race, or colour. Students of all 
nationalities attend our universities in America, 


The organizers of the institution the corner 


stone of which is to be laid today are the 
friends of those in China who wish to be 
educated. ‘They cume here to try to make 
China independent in education; that is to 
say, to teach her how .to establish modern 
education as has been done in Japan and to 
modify the system of instruction as taught in 
the books of Cunfucius which put certain ideas 
into the hands of the jecaple as to prevent the 
development of many industries and ‘enter- 
prizes. . r 
THE DUTY OF THE RICK. 

What the foreign medical menthave dore 
(+r your bodies by teaching the sence of 
surgery stich inttiiutions as "this Christian 
College will do for your minds, and it is the 
duty of wealthy Chinese to assist by furnishing 
the necessary means to keep it up to a high 
standard.

Mr, Suttor state that his own personal ob- 
servations tend to cortobarate the, last state- 
ment, a3 recent consignments of wheat and 
oats have reached the market in a disgraceful 
state, the bags being old and rotten, and alse 
very ditty.

Mr. Hett, in opening the case fur the defence, 
said the cuse fur the defendant wis practical 
a denial of the story given by the platnti 
and his witnesses ‘on all matesial points: 
of this action, “He submitted that there was, 
no imprisonment, no restraint or de‘ention of 
the person of the plaintiff by the defendant. - 
The defendant's story was that his putty board-, 
ed the trimear at the Sailors Home They 
denied that there was any question of travelling 
third class, * :

.Bave.me 45 cents,”.The ticket-inspector was 
called and’ suggested that the defendant 
should sec the manager,, The defendant 
never ‘spoke to the plainni about going to 
No. 2: Police Station, At the Police Station 
the sergeant said, ‘I don’t think we can take 
this charge becouse this'is a -matter for 
the Cramway Company.” It was denied that 
the defendant as he got off the car to enter the 
police station said to the plaintiff, " You must 
come with me.’ The plaintiff was never re 
quested to goto the station, They contended 
thatthe conductor either wilfully stole the 30 
cents, or by accident dropped the Tmoney, and 
by false representation of an existing fact 
attempted to-get 30 cents out of the defendant, 

His Lordship remarked that in a case where 
there was a dispute between a ticket collector 
and a passenger, whether it occurred in a tran 
car or a railway carringe, the usual and the | 
common-sense thing to do was for the passen- 
ger to offer hisname and address,. They could . 
nol stop the car or the carriage at every police 
station ; itwould dislocate the whole system. Tha 
defendant could have said to the conductor 
“Here is my name and address, and { intend 
to go tothe end of the journey.” 

The defendant, in the courseof his evidence, 
stated that he had been over six years in the

ROCK. DISCOVERED OFF THE CHINA COAST, 


The hydrographical note which we recently 
published, through the courtesy of the Hong- 

‘ong Chamber of Commerce, with referance to 
the discovery by H.M.S. Waterwitch, of an 
unchartered rock in the vicinity of Namoa Is- 
land, has beencorrected, As previously stated, 
the rock is situated in latitude 23.26 N., longi- 
tude 117,19 E. and it is described as lying cast 
of Namoa Island on the south-east coatt of 
China, It is. covered to the depth of 20 feet at 
L.W.0.S., and depths, of eight to ‘seventeen 
fathoms are found close around, “The follow- 
ing aro the bearings from the rock :—Lamack 
Island high light bears S. 7° W.; the centre of 
Dome Islani bears S. 65° W. distant ray 
North Poist, Namoa Island, bears N,. 73° W. 
It should bo noted that the lead gives no warn: 
ing of the presence of the rock, which is mark- 
ed, however, by tide rips during the strength 
of the tide. the Admiralty charts quoted for 
correa ee are 1957, 1760, 1963, 1968, and

THE FIRST RIVER GUNBOAT AT POSE.

Our Wuchow correspondent writes—-For the 
first tine ‘in its history, the town of Posé on the 


West River was vised the other day by a |: 


foreign man-of.war, The French river gunboat 
Vigtlante, which has: just completed a two 
months! cruise on the West River, calling a} the 
various ports, had the distinction of affording 
the inhabitants of Fosd the first view they have 
had of a nian-of-war. Leaving Canton, the 
Vigilanie proceeded to Wuchow where a week 
was spent. The gunboat then called at Kwei- 
shien, It had -been intended to ‘continue 
the journey up the river, but owing to the. 
shallowness of the water the idea had to be 
abandoned and the Vigtlante proceeded to the 
(teaty port of Nanning. The viceroy of Canton 
had issued orders to the officials at the various 
‘ports to accord every attention and assistance to 
the gunboat, with the result that the cruise 
proved extremely enjayable and free fiom 
annoyances. At Nanning the Bishop. of 
Kwangsi boarded the vessel and was conveyed: 
to Lungchow. At that port the Vigilande had 
to make a stay of two weeks, the provisions 
and stores having run short. A fresh supply 
was received from Tonquin, whereupon it was 
decided to visit Posé, which until that time had 
heen beyond the radius of cruising river gun- 
boats, Nothing of importance occurred at 
Posé and the pioneer among war vessels re- 
turned to Canton, calling at Wuchow es route, 

All the river gunboats with the exception of 
the Robins and the U.S.S. Callao were as- 
sembled at Wuchow last week, The Moorhin 
and tho German Tr/agéate were in the harbour 
on the r4th,.and on that day the French Arcus 
was sighted coming up the river to join the 
other two foreign gunboats, On the rsth, 
the British Sandpiper le Samshui for Wuchow 
where she was joined two or three days later 
by the Avalanche from Nanning. . 

Ic ip reported that the proposal to erect a 
French Post Office in Wuchow has been adopt} 
ed and the work will be carried out as soon as 
possible.

The Grand Council has transmitted an Im: 
perial Rescript dated 29th May to Viceroy 
Chang Chihtung to the effect that Chou Fu, 
the acting Viceroy of Liang Kiang Provinces, 
having been impeached as anfit for the services 
cither for domestic administration ar for diplo- 
matic affairs Chang Chih-tung is ordered to in- 
vestigate the matters for which Chou Fu is im: 
peached and report upon the same without aoy 
concealment for the perusal of the Throne, 
otc, ' 


" The items of impeachment against Chou Fu 
by Censor Huang Changnien are :— 


1.—-While Chou Fu was the Governor i 
Shantung he injured many of China's rights by 
violating the original.agreement with Germany. 
rewarding railway concessions, by giving special 
rights {o that country and receiving a decora- 
tion from the German Emperor. 


2—The likin office at Nanking was formerly 
under 4 Taotai wha acted as the director while 
the Provincial Treasurer was the Associate 
director but under Chou Fo's regime at Nan- 
king he appointed arelative, Taotai Chen, as 
the director of the Iikin office and abolished 
the system afhaving Provincial Treasurer as 
associate difector so as to avoid any inter 
ference from him, : 

3.—The expectant officials who wish to be: 
come acting magistrates of departments and 
districts go to Chou Fu and fix up the price to 
obtain the appointment and when everything 
is ready foranappoinimenta formality is carried 
out so-as to avoid criticism from outside 
people. ; a 

4.—Chou Fu: and his subordinates received 
bribes ansounting to 300,000 taels for allowing 
export of rice at Chikoukow of Shenniomiao in 
Yang:chow., mel oe . 

5.—Tuan Fang, the former acting Viceroy at 
Nanking, had reorganized the normal and mili- 
tory colleges at Nanking’ but after the regime 
of Chou Fu he has arbitrarily revised the'sys- 
tems and lessened the number of students, 

6.—Taotai' Chou .Hsio-bal (of Kiaagau), a 
son of Chau Fu, behaves as he likes and when 
Taotai. Tseng had bought an appointment at 
Tatung the transaction was done by Taotai 
Chou. When the matter was made public by 
a servant the servant was decapitated on the 
allegation that he was a Boxer.’ 

7.—German subjects were appointed at the 
military collage at Nanking and -Kiangnan 
arsenal by which Chou Fu flatters that country.

. Ms. F. D, Fisher, U.S, Consul at Tamaui, 
Formosa, in his last report saye:—From Janu- 
ary tst, 1905, full forces bave been working 
day and night on'the construction of the sec- 
tion of the Formosan Government railway from 
the Dakusi River to Koroton, 40 mites, with 
the expectation of opening it to traffle’ by April 
ist, This section is a northerm extension of 
the southern division, Tho principal difficulty 
that presents itself in this work is the crosting 
of the Dakusui River, On account of the force 
of the current during the floods and the con- 
tinual changing of the channel the engincers 
have not as yet been able to decide upon a 
satisfactory plan for the constriction scross 
the stream ofa permasent steel bridge, which 
will require @ length of about 4,000 ft, How 
ever, experimental piers are soon to be con+ 
structed, which, if found satisfactory after o 
fair test, will be adopted in the erection of the 
bridge, : 
Upon the completion of this’ sectidn there 
will still remain a gap of about nine miles 
betweed the northers and southern divisions 
of. the railrord—from Hakukoko, the present 
southern terminus of the northern division, to 
Koroton, which will then be the northern tere’ 
minus of the southern division, On‘ account 
ofthe extensive tunnel work and bridgiag to 
bo done in this section, the two divisions will 
probably not be connected before the end of 
1906. Enght tunnels, aggregating a length of 
3} miles, and bridges over the Taidn and Taiko 
rivers and a branch of the latter, of 2,510 feet, 
1,760 fest and 200 feet in length, tespectively, 
are to be constructed within the nine miles, 
At present a double tramway line of 19}-Inch 
gauge ria connects the two divisions 
of the railway, Chineso coolies farnishing the 
motive power, When the two divisions are 
in the north, through the westero portion of 
the island, to Takow inthe south, a distance 
of about 250 miles, and will afford tranuporta: 
tion facilities between the principal ports and

found that the young women are [rom grog- 
shops or ten-houses in various paris of the coun- 
try, and it appents that'they were being taken’ 
abroad ‘under false pretences. ‘They were 
secretly shipped in batches from Wada Point, 
in this way avoiding the authorities, and put on 
board the Gdiman steainer probably with the 
connivance'of some of the crew, :

When, she left her 
home she had no idea that she was going 
abroad, but when in the harbour she learned 
of the intentions of the men who accompanied 
her, and: protcsted against being taken on 
board. When she found that the men require 
ed her to hide in one of the ship's lifeboats sho 
struggled violently. - In-their efforts to prevent 
her crying out the njen are believed to have 
strangled their victim, and the fact that such 
violence caused her death is borne out by the 
medical evidence. At thetime the bady was 
found: one of the heavy brass frames of the

JAPANESE ADMINIS(RATION 
OF THE x WANTUNG, 


IMPORTANT TICULARS. ‘ 


The following. particulars of the administra- 
tion of the Kwantung were stpplied to Press 
correspondenis at Hiroshima by an officer on 
the staff of General Camio, the head of tho 


‘military administration of Kwantung, who 


recently arrived at Hiroshima :— " 
During the time of the military. administra. 
tion, the Kwantung was divided into three 
administrative districts,~Tairen, Kincbow and 
Port Arthur—an executive committee being 
appointed for each district. Heads of villages 
were chosen from among the Chinese by 
ublic election. On the civil administration 
cing inaugurated in the peninsula, branch 
administrative offices were established.at Kin- 
chow and Port Arthur, with the head office at 
Tairen, The area of land which was. held 
under lease by Russia was all that part south 
ofaline drawn from Pituwo to Pulantien or 
Port Adams, the total area being about 220 
Japanese square ri, or 1,220 square miles, 
equal, say, ‘to 'Saiga or Tottori . prefecture, 
This district has a population of about 270,000, 
Tho estimates of the administrative expendi. 
ture for the half-year ending September next 
drawn up by the Military Administrative Com- 
mitted were Yst8,000, including ¥73,000 for 
Tairen district, ¥39,009 for Kinchow district, 
and Y6,000 for the Port Arthur district, About 
Y240,000-{s required for administrative pur- 
poses for the leased district alone, If the cost 
of necessary public works is added, the expen- 
ditura will be much greater,’. ‘ : 
The land of Tairen, the headquarters of the 
Eastern Chineso Railway, was nominally the 
yoperty of a private conipany ; but in reality 
t wal Virtually owned by the Russian Govern:

In his report for 1993 upon the Chinese Pro- 
tectorates, Mr. Warren 1. Barnes, Secretary 
for Chinese Affairs, states that the number of 
immigrants who arrived {rom ports in China 
was 204,796, being a reduction of 7 per cent, 
upon the figures for 1903 which were the high- 
est ever known, He ascribes the falling off in 
immigration partly to the slackness of trade In 
the Colony and the Federated Malay States but 
principally to better harvests in South China 
and a lower price there of the staple food—rice, 
There is to reason to believe that the opera-

~ have as yet had any effect upon the ‘number of 
our immigrants. 

The great majority of the arrivals in Singa- 
pore are, of course, passengers en route to other 
places, The number who arrived in Penang 
was 67,693 or twelve per cent Jess than in 1903, 
The returos of movement of population in the 
Federated Malay States also shew a decrease 
io immigration.

INDIGNITIES SAID TO BE ENDURED BY 
TOURISTS AND STUDENTS. 


The Chinese whom onr law’ exclude from 
this country nre those who live by manual 
labour, remarks a San Francisco exchange. 
There has never that, we know of been any de- 
mand that students, travellers or genuine mer- 
chants should be prevented from going and 
coming at their pleasure, Itis said, and pro- 
bably with a ‘good dew of truth, that Chinese 
who do nat live by manaal lahour, and whose 
appearance indicates that they do not, . are 
sometimes subjected to detention in unsavoury 
sheds and unsavoury companionship, and per- 
haps deported, by reason of informality in their 

apers. [tis also claimed that by reason of these 
indignities to the merchant and aristocratic 
classes there is a growing disposition to boycott 
American trade, Assuming all this to be tere, 
a deputation from the Ainerican Asiatic Associa- 
tion, which is composed of merchants and 
manuficturers .interested: in Oriental tride, 
have waited: upon the President and lodged a 
strong pratest against our exclusion laws as 
construed by our immigration officials, | 

Nov it must be said -at the beginning: that 
the increasing strictness with which our exclu. 
sion Jaws are enforced is due absolutely and 
solely to many yeats of continuous experience 
with the notorious, barefaced, unblushing fraud 
and perjury of the Chinese themselves in eva- 
ding our laws. There is no dividing line be- 
tween the Chinese merchant class and the 
Chinese coolie class. A “mercantile” con- 
cern occupying a ten-by-twelve store may have 
an walimited number of “partners,” who are 
shown to be such by the books of the cancern, 
which they may never eve see from one year's 
end to another. Any coolie desiring -to enter 
the country may became an actual partner of 
one of these concerns by a nominal contribu- 
ton to its “ capital,” whereupon he may enter 
the country as a merchant and go to work the 
next day as a coolie, These conscienceless 
people are not anty sure of the aid of their 
own conscienceless officials in China—pre- 
sumably by paying for it—but find no difficulty 
in corrupting a certain number of our own 
officials, sone of whom are now in the 
penitentiaries for that crime. The worst of 
the whole business is that this system of 
wholesale prejury and bribery has the hearty 
approval of every Chinese who ever wore a 
petail, of, every grasping American who 
desires to employ cheap labour, and, of the 
legion of mush sentimentalists who infest all 
parts of the country, and especially New 
England, 

If there could be any dependence whatever 
on Chinese official credentials there would be 
no trouble in securing courteous treatment at 
our ports for afl Chinese whom our laws permit 
to enter the country. The present-stringency 
is the result of the moral depravity of the 
Chinese people. The only possible remedy is 
the devising of some means by which: ( hinese 
who are entitled to enter the United States are 
furnished before they start with credentials 
which cannot be counterfeited from officials 
who cannot be corrupted. 


LONG DISTANGE WIRELESS 
' TELEGRAPH Y. 
——— 
“THE “CAMPANIA'S” EXPERIENCE. 


In June of last year it was announced, says 
the Electrical Record, that one of the steamers 
of the Cunard system had kept in wireless 
touch with one .or the other shore during the 
trip across the Auantic, and since that time it 
is said that overlapping of the messages when 
in midocean has, been the rule rather than the 
exception, the vessels of this line almost in- 
variably getting in tcuch with the shore ahead 
before losing touch with that they were leaving. 
While under ordinary conditions, it would be 
quite satisfactory if the vessel were in touch 
with one shore or the other throughout the 
enlire voyage, ifa greater range were secured 
the system would be so much better and more 
reliable ; and that this can be done. satis- 
factorily was demonstrated by the recent 
trip of the Gunarder Campania, which arrived 
in New York early onthe morning of Salurday, 
May 7th, ‘ ; , 

After leaving Liverpool on the preceding 
Saturday, the Campania began to receive mes- 
Sages when 309 miles ‘out from Poldhu, and 
daily after that many messages were received 
relating to current events of the utmost inter 
est to the passengers, Qn Tuesday morning 
the Cunard bulletin announced that during the 
night the Campania had been in direct com- 
munication both, with England and America; 
wireless messages were- received from the 
Marconi ‘stations. at Poldhu, England, and at 
Cape Cod, Mass. The messages from En- 
gland were sent out by Reuter’s agency,‘and 
those from America by the Associated Press, 
The signals were strong and clear. The first’ 
message from America was teceived about 3 
o'clock in the moming, when the Campania 
was about 1,800 miles distant from Cape. Cod 
and 1,002 miles distant fram Poldbu, 

On Wednesday, when the Campania was 
almost in mtdocean, being 1;640 miles from 
Liverpool and 1,616: miles from New York, 
messages were received from both shores, and 
again on Thursday signals from both stations 
swere recorded. The Cunarder bulletin pub- 
lished an Sdaey on the Camfania contain. 
ed news received from Poldhu when the vessel 
was 2,080 tiles from that -station.. These
